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iin  the  market  advantage  of  spring  lambs  and 
to  utilize  the  lush  spring  growth  of  pasture,  producers  of 
range  lambs  need  to  provide  a  protective  cover  for  suc- 
cessful early  lambing. 

Materials  and  labor  for  this  light-weight  temporary 
shed  costs  between  9  and  1 4  cents  per  square  foot.  The 
plastic  film  covering  will  last  about  two  seasons  if  the 
instructions  listed  in  the  note  on  the  other  side  of  this 
sheet  are  followed. 

Since  this  structure  has  little  dead  weight  to  hold  it 
down,  the  posts  must  be  set  3  feet  deep  and  must  be 
anchored  with  2  by  4  inch  cleats  as  shown  in  the  details. 

This  shelter  was  built  and  tested  at  the  University  of 
California's  Hopland  Field  Station;  it  gave  adequate  pro- 
tection at  low  cost  in  relation  to  the  savings  in  animals 
at  lambing  time. 

In  cold  windy  areas,  canvas  or  plastic  mounted  on 
panels  may  be  added  to  the  sides  to  prevent  drafts  on 
newborn  lambs.
